But 
we couldn't do without this life- 
saving service, and we can’t afford 
to be late.

This is a new variety developed to 
replace Rescue as a Saw Fly re- 
sistant wheat. Rescue was Saw Fly 
resistant, but not a good quality | 
wheat. Chinook is Saw Fly resist- | 
ant, and a good quality wheat that | 
has been good enough looking to! 
win prizes. Its main place will, no 
doubt, be where Saw Flies are a 
problem. 
A promising variety of barley, | 
“Gateway” has been developed at 
the University, but it will not be | 
available for distribution this year. 
Under the Cattle Improvement 
Policy operated by the Alberta De- | 
partment of Agriculture, farmers | 
can save 10 per cent on the pur- 
chase of a bull costing up to $500. 
A farmer can, subject to approval, | 
select a bull from a local breeder, or 
on receipt of an approved applica- | 
tion a bull will be selected and | 
shipped to his nearest railway sta- | 
tion. Over 530 bulls were placed 
under this policy in 1952. 
One year, over 70 bulls were so 
placed in this district. Lately, in- 
terest in the policy has revived as | 
‘new regulation make it possible for 
a farmer to take advantage of the 
policy twice, where he is following 
a constructive breeding policy.
